Hi  CaitHyn, 

I  have  just  come  up  with  a  one-of-a-kind  bust  by  a  sculptor  well-known  in  these  parts,  because  he  was  on  the  faculty  of 
the  Art  Institute  of  Chicago  and  produced  some  high  profile  sculptures  here  in  the  Midwest-including  one  in  your  city:  the 
equestrian  statue  of  Anthony  Wayne!  That  is  an  excellent  connection  for  you  and  you  might  get  great  local  media  play 
obtaining  a  Lincoln  from  the  same  sculptor.  In  fact,  you  might  use  the  Wayne  bronze  as  a  come-on  to  a  local  company 
that  might  purchase  this  for  you. 

I'm  attaching  a  photo  of  the  bust.  It  is  the  original  plaster  bust,  clearly  inscised  on  the  lower  side  "G  E  Ganiere  /  Chicago  / 
1916,"  and  has  never  been  reproduced  (which  is  not  a  bad  idea  and  I'm  thinking  of  doing  just  that,  perhaps  in  bronze- 
maybe  we  could  do  something  together).  I  don't  know  why  he  sculpted  this,  unless  it  was  done  at  the  same  time  as  the 
Lincoln  and  Douglas  at  the  Chicago  Historical  Society  and  was  never  purchased  by  the  museum.  But  it  is  nice  to  see  a 
beardless  Lincoln  in  such  a  fine  sculpture.  It  measures  approximately  25  x  15  inches  and  has  heft  to  it.  The  quality  is 
such  that  it  deserves  to  be  in  a  major  collection.  I  need  $23,000  and  I  will  personally  drive  it  to  you.  [It  comes  from  the 
collection  of  a  major  Chicago  art  dealer  who  had  it  in  his  home  for  years,  but  decided  to  find  a  more  correct  home  and 
called  me.  He  valued  it  at  $35,000.] 

Here  is  a  short  synopsis  of  George  Etienne  Ganiere  (1856-1935): 

Although  he  created  public  sculptures  of  a  number  of  different  subjects  during  the  course  of  his  career,  Ganiere  is  known 
primarily  for  his  many  fine  depictions  of  Lincoln.  Born  in  Chicago,  he  studied  at  the  Art  Institute.  Showing  great  skill  as  a 
student,  he  joined  the  faculty  at  the  School  of  the  Art  Institute,  eventually  becoming  head  of  the  Sculpture  Department. 
Ganiere  was  a  member  of  the  National  Sculptors  Society  and  received  a  prize  at  their  exhibition  in  1923. 

Among  his  better  known  works  are:  "Lincoln  and  Douglas"  and  "Tecumseh"  at  the  Chicago  Historical  Society;  "Lincoln 
Memoriar  at  Starved  Rock  State  Park,  Illinois;  "Lincoln"  at  Illinois  Historical  Society;  "Lincoln  Fountain"  Lincoln  Highway; 
and  "General  Anthony  Wayne,"  an  equestrian  work  in  Ft.  Wayne,  Indiana.  [There  is  even  one  of  his  in  my  home 
town  of  Highland  Park.]  In  the  1 930s  he  became  the  director  of  the  art  department  at  John  B.  Stetson  University  in  Florida 
and  was  the  official  sculptor  for  the  state  of  Florida  at  Chicago's  Century  of  Progress  Exposition  in  1933. 

It  is  in  excellent  condition  with  very  little  if  any  rubbing.  There  is  only  a  general  light  soiling  that  can  be  taken  care  of.
